Nonresident deer hunters had 
left the north woods to a few local 
hunters on Thanksgiving day, but 
even with the early breakup of the 
camps, the deer “harvest” ap- 
peared comparabie to last years nm 
conservation department records.

Starting at Grayling in north- 
eastern ‘Michigan, early last Sep- 
tember. The starting gun was 
fired at two o’clock on Saturday 
and ended later the following day 
240 miles later in Oscoda, a small 
town at the junction of where the 
Au Sable River flows into Lake 
Huron. The starting place was 
the. well _ known. Ray’s_ Canoe 
Livery, on the East side of the 
highway bridge as one enters 
Grayling from the South. : 
While we contestants were wait- 
ne. fo he aca to --start, .we 
checked for our food and equip- 
ment the last time. For food we 
had light rations of milk choco- 
late, malted mik tablets, and a 
‘sandwich apiece, to dtink we had 
two canteens. Our clothes consist- 
ed merely of sneakers, cotton 
pants, and a sweat shirt for night 
when it got cooler. We also 
checked whether our extra pad- 
dles were lashed securely inside, 
and that everything was tied down 
in the canoe: in ‘case of tipping 
over. 

I must confess that I felt a little 
nervous before the race, but when 
the starting gun had blown and the 
first canoe started down the river, 
the butterflies left “my stomach. 
We had previously drawn lots for 
starting position. We had drawn 
44th. The canoes were pulling 
out rather swiftly, following them 
a barrage of good luck calls and 
cheers from the mob of spectators. 
Soon {t was our turn. to start. 
Picking up the canoe and wading 
out in the river to our ankles, 
we laid the canoe down gently to 
keep from rubbing the bottom. 
Chuck and I were a little more 
careful than usual as. we hadn’t 
had a chance to test our canoe for 
its navigability. We didn’t want 
to take a good canoe down the

We -arrived at the first back- 
water (Mio Pond) early that even- 
ing and promptly took one wrong 
turn. Because the backwaters are 
filled with stumps and log jams, 
one must pick his way through, 
difficult at night, even with a 
flashlight. That experience show- 
ed us that a thorough knowledge 
of the water to be covered at night 
is necessary in order to save time 
from wandering off your course, 
as we and many others did. When 
we finally did hit the main pond, 
we started to pick up our rhythm 
and really skimmed across the 
pond to the dam, a few short miles 
away. Wher we reached it we 
learned a rathe rhumerous exper- 
ience about a marathon. From 
the start of the race till now, we 
had paddled in the kneeling posi- 
tion, a distance of about eighty 
miles, This was due to our being 
able to shift our weight from side 
to side easily, and get more power, 
and sweep with our stroke. 

We picked up the front and to- 
gether pulled the ,canoe up the 
parapet of the dam, giving our 
number to the checker. We 
promptly started to hoist the canoe 
to our shoulders as accustomed to.
